Morse has won a temporary advantage 
in his tight to escape the bankruptcy 
into which certain creditors are at­ 
tempting to force him. 
Alleging in­ 
sufficiently secured claims aggregat­ 
ing nearly $250,000, Charles A. Hanna, 
as receiver for the National Bank oi 
North America, and two former em­ 
ployes of the same institution filed 
with Judge Holt in the United States 
circuit court a petition that tile once 
multimillionaire iceman be declared 
a bankrupt. 
In opposition, counsel for 
Morse represented that T. G. Pringle 
and E. B. Shotwell, two of the peti­ 
tioners, were not creditors within th* 
meaning of the law, and that their al­ 
leged claims were unliquidr^ile, be­ 
cause the operations concerned were 
based on stock transactions. 
Upon 
these representations the court re­ 
fused to appoint a receiver pending 
the determination of the status of each 
petitioner. 
Counsel for the petitioners were 
confident that the move of Morse 
would serve only to briefly delay an 
inevitable receivership. 
It was ad­ 
mitted, however, that Morse’s best 
fighting asset was time, furnishing 
further opportunity to win over credi­ 
tors to his plans of rehabilitation. 
Counsel for Morse claimed that the 
great majority of creditors had been 
convinced that their interests would 
be served best by giving the financier 
a chance to pull out unhampered.

finances figure that his liabilities are 
about $4,000,000 and his assets ap 
proximal ely $3,000,000, estimated at 
the present market value of securities.

PLEA FOR PURE FOOD. 


Dr. 
W ile y 
Favors 
Union 
of 
H ouse­ 
w ives for That Purpose. 
W ashington, March 14 - An urgent 
plea for pure food in the household 
was m ade by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
chief of the bureau of chem istry of 
the departm ent of agriculture, in an 
address before tit«* International con­ 
gress on 
tlie welfare of th«* child, 
w hich is being held under the aus 
pi< «*k ot the National M others’ con- 
gl «*" s 
Dr. 
Wilev em phasised the Impor­ 
tance Of th** m others of the country 
being 
eternally 
vigilant 
as 
to 
the 
sotiK c of fo«»«i products that com«? into 
their homos to ; «*«* that they are fresh, 
uncontam inated, palatable and Whole­ 
some. 
T he effect of such action, on 
the 
part 
ot 
th«* m others, he said, 
would he most salutary. 
Continuing, Dr. Wiley said that the 
t m eans of «»xecuiing the pure food 
is in the household. 
“ If every 
s of a household In this coun- 
uld dem and pure foods,” he <le 
clared, “th ere would b<* little difficul­ 
ty in courts, ami m anufacturers would 
soon cease making things which the 
m others ot »his country would refuse 
to buy for us** in Ifmir families.” 
I)r 
Wiley called att«*ntion to the great 
Im portance of purity in such articles 
as butter, m aple syrup, honey and 
particularly of all dairy supplies. 
“ Especially w here ih«*r<* are children 
in the house,” ^aid lie, “ the purity of 
the milk 
cannot 
1>** sufficiently ac 
eentuated. 
Tin* danger to health and 
actual threat of death in the case of 
Infants that are t**d im pure milk i. 
«me of the greatest 
curs«» of the 
world." 
Dr. Wilev advocated the formation 
of a union of the m istresses of house 
holds which, he said, by a singlenes 
of purpose, unity of action and power 
of organization would secure a better 
conform ity to the law than any vigi 
lance on the part of tin* executors of 
!h«j law would be able to accomplish.

Mat hues, form er s ta te treasu rer, and 
Jam es M. Shum aker, form er superin­ 
tendent 
of 
public 
buildings 
and 
grounds. 
Motlona for new trials were made 
In each case. 
Only Sanderson and Snyder were in 
court when the verdict was given and 
neither 
would 
talk. 
None 
of 
the 
counsel for the defendants would say 
anything about the case. 
The s ta te ’s 
attorneys, when questioned, said that 
they were pleased with the result. 
Maximum 
penalties 
for 
each 
de­ 
fendant in this case Is two y ears’ im ­ 
prisonm ent and $1,000 fine. 
T he four men w ere convicted of de­ 
frauding the atate in furnishing the 
new 
capltol, 
which 
coat 
the 
state 
about $13,000,000, Instead of $4,000,- 
000, the figure at which the contract 
was estim ated. 
T he present case constituted one of 
th e longest Jury trials in the history 
of 
Pennsylvania courts, and 
It 
a t­ 
tracted much attention throughout the 
country. 
The 
prosecution 
of 
the 
alleged 
frauds was the outcome of the politl- 
cal upheaval in Penney 1 vanla In 1905, 
which resulted in the ele<*tion of W ill­ 
iam H 
Perry, a Democrat, as state 
treasurer, In the fall of that year. 
P«*rry thr**w op*»n the books of the 
sta te treasury and showed that the 
cost of building the «apitol was more 
than three times the am ount of the 
contract. 
The < ase was lahl before the atto r­ 
ney 
g«*neral 
and 
Indictm ents 
were 
found against fourteen persons. 
When 
the 
cases 
now 
pemling 
against the four persons who were 
convicted a r e concluded the oth«*r <le- 
fendants 
will 
be beard. 
T he state 
claims that there are frauds amount­ 
ing to nearly $5,000,000 in the furnish­ 
ings of the capltol.

still along very conservative line-«, an«l 
while the volume of business doing is 
larger now than at any lime since 
Inst fall, the shrinkage from a year 
ago is distinct and unm istakably large. 
Collectiona are still very backward; 
prices of staples tend larger, as for 
a long tim e past; the earning power 
of em ployes in many lines of industry 
is being curtailed by short tim e or 
w age reductions, and the threat 
is 
m ade that a refusal to accept lower 
w ages may 
result 
in 
a widespread 
suspension Of activity 
in 
the 
coal 
trade. 
The demand for iron and steel 
shows little real expansion, aside frmn 
some 
lines 
like 
wire 
and 
sim ilar 
goods, old material lemls to ease and 
m any consuming plants are running 
on 
short 
time. 
T he 
long 
standing 
curtailm ent of cotton goods production 
shows no signs of emling; in fact, a 
continued heavy cut in production is 
indicated, and notice has been given 
of a 10 per cent re«luctlon In wages 
at some Eastern mills. 
One of the 
best situated 
lines t>f trade in the 
country is millinery, which seem s to 
be in fairly brisk sale by jobbers. Dry 
goods, 
groceries, 
hardw are, 
im ple­ 
m ents and paints are also moving fair­ 
ly well. 
T he jew elry trade is con­ 
cerned at the w eakness In diamonds. 
Tit«* K entucky w hiskey output for this 
spring is only one-third that of a year 
ago.

Unless factory and shop conditions 
are changed 
materially 
America

threatened with the appearance of a 
race of women like those of the peas­ 
ant c la s s of Russia, according to Uro- 
f**ss«*r E dw ard A. Ross of the U niver­ 
sity of 
Wisconsin. 
Professor 
Ross 
made this assertion during an address 
before a public meeting held under the 
auspices of tlu* Illinois Federation of 
W om en’s Clubs at Hull House in Chi­ 
cago tin* other night. 
A fter quoting from statistics to show 
that one-third of the women of the 
country between the ag«*s of fifteen 
ami twenty-five are engag«*d in indus­ 
trial occupations Professor Ross said: 
“ Witii many of them It is only tem ­ 
porary, but «lo you realize that for the 
few years they are at the loom or In 
the shop the conditions surrounding 
them are not influenced by anybody 
who has an interest in th«*m? 
“The truly feminine girl, the one of 
frailty and delicacy, will pass from our 
working classes. 
There will be a re- 
version to the type of m asculine w om ­ 
en, squat, flat chested, broad backed, 
low browed creatures, working in th«) 
fields side by sld<* with the men, the 
burdens t>f wifehood and motherhood 
coming hut as an incident to a day of 
toll. 
“T he cost of the cure, the prevention 
of such a state, is In the hands of so­ 
ciety today.

But Mr. Boutatl Daalaras That Pain­ 


ful Affair W ill Be Probed to the Bot­ 


tom— Lllley 
Now 
Without 
Any 


Counaal. 


W ashington, March 14.— Represen 
tatlva Lllley of Connecticut on next 
Monday will face the submarine in 
veatlgatlng com mltt*« without 
legal 
counsel 
to 
advise 
him. 
Frank 
T. 
Brown and Stilaa Judson, the Connec­ 
ticut attorneys engaged by Mr. Lilley 
and who appeared with him at the 
com m ittee hearing on Thursday, have 
thrown up their engagem ent and gone 
home. 
They gave as the reason the 
refuaal of the com m ittee to permit ex­ 
amination 
or 
croes exam ination 
of 
w itnesses by persons other than mem ­ 
ber» of the com m ittee, except that 
written questions he first submitted 
to the com m ittee for 
its approval. 
They felt that under such restrictive 
arrangem ent legal talent could be of 
no assistance to Mr. Lllley. 
Chairman Boutell of the investigat­ 
ing com m ittee in an Interview m ade 
the following statem ent: 
“T he appareut m isunderstanding on 
the part of the house as to the a tti­ 
tude of the investigating com m ittee 
tow ard Mr. Lilley—a m isunderstand­ 
ing 
which appears to have sprung 
from public statem en ts in which Mr. 
Lllley has been quoted as diseatlsfled 
with the prospective course of the 
com m ittee 
tow ard 
himself 
as 
the 
originator «>f 
the 
resolution 
of 
in­ 
quiry—Is unfortunate. 
It 
should be 
clearly understood that the com m it­ 
tee is proceeding not only within the 
narr«*w lines 
Laid Down by the Law, 


but also wit h a view and purpose to 
protect Mr. Lllley. 
He tol«i the com­ 
mit lee that he thought the Investiga­ 
tion should proceed along different 
lines; that he should be allowe«l to 
nam e the ord er of the w itnesses an«l 
that he, through his counsel, should 
have the privilege of exam ining and 
cross-examining them. 
Now the fact 
is that it we had acceded to this «ie- 
sire 
and 
placed 
witness«» on 
the 
stnnd before a foundation had been 
laid hy tHo testim ony of Mr. Lllley 
himself 
we should 
have 
been 
p ro 
«ecding contrary to law. 
“ I 
wish to sta te very clearly as 
chairm an of th«* investigating com­ 
mit tec* that we propose to probe thi 
painful affair to the very bottom ; and 
in doing so we propose to proceed 
within the law and with due regard 
for the protection of Mr. Lilley as a 
m em ber of the house of represent a 
tives. 
In pursuant e of this coui-s«* the 
com m ittee 
decid«*«! 
unanimously 
to 
call on Mr. Lilley for a list of the vvit- 
nesses he «lesires to have summoned 
an«l for a full statem ent in connection 
with each w itness of the papers he de­ 
sires to have that w itness bring. 
As 
soon as this list is received by me I 
shall issue subpoenas <lu<«*s tecum for 
all of these w itnesses and they wil 
he sum m oned at once hy the sergeant- 
at-arms. 
“T h e com m ittee has thus placed en ­ 
tirely in th«* hands of Mr. Lilley an«! 
his attorn eys the question of what 
w itnesses shall or shall not he called 
at this tim e and what 
papers and 
docum ents shall or shall not be p ro 
duced. T he com m ittee will resum e its 
sittin g s next Monday, ready to sw ear 
and to hear such w itnesses as Mr. 
Lilley shall have designated.” 


Mr. Lilley M ak es Reply. 


Replying to the statem en t made by 
C hairm an Boutell, Mr. Lilley said: 
“ Referring to the first paragraph of 
the com m ittee’s statem ent, I would 
say that if the investigation does de­ 
velop into a farce the responsibility 
will rest with others, as I personally 
begged Jo take the responsibility of 
the investigation and to furnish the 
ablest counsel procurable. 
The com­ 
m ittee has denied me this privilege 
and from this tim e on the com m ittee 
m ust assum e the responsibility of se­ 
curing 
the eviilence 
from the wit- 
ness«*s whom I have designated an«l 
will designate. 
‘‘Regarding the second paragraph of 
the c h airm an ’s statem ent, I would say 
that the legal phase of the m atter as 
expressed hy the chairm an is direct­ 
ly contrary to the opinion of em inent 
law yers with whom I have consulted. 
“R egarding the third paragraph, we 
are all glad to know that the chair­ 
man of tlie investigating com m ittee 
proposes to probe this affair to the 
very bottom. 
“R eferring to the fourth paragraph 
of the statem ent, I note that the com­ 
m ittee has 
placed in the hands of 
m yself and my attorneys w hat wit­ 
nesses shall be called at this time. 
This is of no value to me without the 
privilege of direct 
exam ination and 
cross-examination 
and 
the privilege 
of calling the w itnesses that will bring 
out the eviilence to the best advant­ 
age.” 
T he com m ittee at its executive ses­ 
sion, in addition to deciding to ask 
Mr. Lilley for a list of his witnesses. 
An im portant development of tlie* 
situation 
is 
that 
Secretary 
of the 
Navy Metcalf, the m em bers of the last 
y ear’s navy board, which sat in trial 
on subm arine tests oft Newport, and 
other high officials of the navy d e p a rt­ 
ment will he called on by the com m it­ 
tee to testify anil to produce govern- 
! m eat records of plans, specifications 
| and coutracts.

Dr. W iley Favors Union of House­ 
wives for That Purpose. 
Washington, March 14.—An urgent 
plea for pure food in the household 
was made by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
chief of the bureau of chemistry of 
the department of agriculture, in an 
address before the international con­ 
gress on tile welfare of the child, 
which is being held under the aus­ 
pices of the National Mothers’ con­ 
gress. 
Dr. Wiley emphasized the impor­ 
tance of lite mothers of the country 
being 
eternally 
vigilant as 
to the 
source of food products that come into 
their homes lo see that they are fresh, 
uncontaminated, palatable and whole­ 
some. 
The effect of such action, on 
the part of the mothers, he said, 
would lie most salutary. 
Continuing, Dr. Wiley said that the 
hest means of executing the pure food 
law is in the household. 
“If every 
mistress of a household in this colin 
try should demand pure foods,” he de­ 
clared, “there would he little difficul­ 
ty in courts, ami manufacturers would 
soon cease making things which the 
mothers of 'his country would r e f u s e 
to buy for use in their families.’’ 
Dr. 
Wiley called attention to the great 
importance of purity in such a r t i c l e s 
as huller, maple syrup, honey and 
particularly of all dairy supplies. 
“ Especially where there are children 
in tile house,” said lie, “the purity of 
the milk cannot 
he sufficiently ac 
centuatcd. 
The danger to health and 
actual threat of death in the case of 
infants that are fed impure milk is 
one of the greatest curses of the 
world.” 
Dr. Wiley advocated the formation 
of a union of the mistresses of house 
holds which, he said, by a singleness 
of purpose, unity of action and power 
of organization would secure a better 
conformity to the law than any vigi 
lance on the part of the executors of 
the law would he able to accomplish. 


ALL FOUND QUILTY.

C ant Convict!*. 
Harrisburg, 
Pa., 
March 14.—T hi 
jury in tbs Brat of the capitol con­ 
spiracy cases to be tried gave a ver­ 
dict of guilty aa to every one of the 
four men who have been on trial here 
for the past seven weeks, after six 
hours’ deliberation. There were two 
ballote taken. 
The men found guilty are John H. 
Sanderson, 
contractor; 
William 
P. 
Snyder, former auditor general; W. L. 
Mat hues, former state treasurer, and 
James M. Shumaker, former superin­ 
tendent 
of 
public 
buildings 
and 
grounds. 
Motions for new trials were made 
In each case. 
Only Sanderson and Snyder were In 
eourt when the verdict was given and 
■either 
would 
talk. None of the 
counsel for the defendants would say 
anything about the case. The state’s 
attorneys, when questioned, said that 
they were pleased with the result. 
Maximum penalties for each de­ 
fendant in this case is two years’ Im­ 
prisonment and $1,000 fine. 
The four men were convicted of de­ 
frauding the state in furnishing the 
new capitol, which coat the state 
about $ 1 3 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , instead of $4,000,- 
OOO, the figure at which the contract 
was estimated. 
The present case constituted one of 
the longest Jury trials in the history 
of Pennsylvania courts, and it at­ 
tracted much attention throughout the 
country. 
The 
prosecution 
of 
the 
alleged 
frauds was the outcome of the politi­ 
cal upheaval In Pennsylvania in 1905, 
which resulted in the election of Will­ 
iam H 
Berry, a Democrat, as state 
treasurer, in the fall of that year. 
Berry threw open the books of the 
state treasury and showed that the 
cost of building the capitol was more 
than three times the amount of the 
contract. 
The case was laid before the attor­ 
ney general 
and 
indictments 
were 
found against fourteen persons. 
When 
the 
cases 
now 
pending 
against the four persons who were 
convicted are concluded the other de­ 
fendants will be heard. 
The state 
claims that there are frauds amount­ 
ing to nearly $">,000,000 in the furnish­ 
ings of the capitol.

Considerable 
Improvement Noted in 
Both Tone and Volume. 
New York, March 14.—B radstreefs 
review of trade says there is quite 
considerable improvement in both the 
tone of general distributive trade and 
in the volume of business actually 
booked by jobbers. 
Withal, however, 
there is little change to he seen in 
the character of Hie buying, which is 
still along very conservative lines, and 
while the volume of business doing is 
larger now than at any time since 
last fall, the shrinkage from a year 
ago is distinct and unmistakably large. 
Collections are still very backward; 
prices of staples tend larger, as for 
a long time past; the earning power 
of employes in many lines of industry 
is being curtailed by short time or 
w’age reductions, and the threat is 
made that a refusal to accept lower 
wages may result in a widespread 
suspension of activity in 
the coal 
trade. 
The demand for iron and steel 
shows little real expansion, aside from 
some 
lines 
like 
wire 
and 
similar 
goods; old materia] tends to ease and 
many consuming plants are running 
on short 
time. 
The long standing 
curtailment of cotton goods production 
shows no signs of ending: in fact, a 
continued heavy cut in production is 
indicated, and notice has been given 
of a IO per cent reduction in wages 
at some Eastern mills. 
One of the 
best situated lines of trade in the 
country is millinery, which seems to 
be in fairly brisk sale by jobbers. Dry 
goods, 
groceries, 
hardware, 
imple­ 
ments and paints are also moving fair­ 
ly well. 
The jewelry trade is con­ 
cerned at the weakness in diamonds. 
The Kentucky whiskey output for this 
spring is only one-third that of a year 
ago.

“I wish to state very clearly as 
chairman of the investigating com­ 
mittee that we propose to probe this 
painful affair to the very bottom; and 
in doing so we propose to proceed 
within the law and with due regard 
for the protection of Mr. Lilley as a 
member of the house of representa­ 
tives. 
In pursuance of this course the 
committee 
decided 
unanimously 
to 
call on Mr. Lilley for a list of the wit­ 
nesses he desires to have summoned 
and for a full statement in connection 
with each witness of the papers he de­ 
sires to have that witness bring. 
As 
soon as this list is received by me I 
shall issue subpoenas duces tecum for 
all of these witnesses and they wil’ 
be summoned at once by the sergeant- 
at-arms. 
“The committee has thus placed en­ 
tirely in the hands of Mr. Lllley and 
his attorneys the question of what 
witnesses shall or shall not be called 
at this time and what papers and 
documents shall or shall not be pro­ 
duced. The committee will resume its 
sittings next Monday, ready to swear 
and to hear such witnesses as Mr. 
Lilley shall have designated.” 
Mr. Lilley Makes Reply. 
Replying to the statement made by 
Chairman Boutell, Mr. Lilley said: 
“Referring to the first paragraph of 
the committee’s statement, I would 
say that if the investigation does de­ 
velop into a farce the responsibility 
will rest with others, as I personally 
begged to take the responsibility of 
the investigation and to furnish the 
ablest counsel procurable. 
The com­ 
mittee has denied me this privilege 
and from this time on the committee 
must assume the responsibility of se­ 
curing the evidence from the wit­ 
nesses whom I have designated and 
will designate.

“Regarding the second paragraph of 
the chairman’s statement, I would say 
that the legal phase of the m atter as 
expressed by the chairman is direct­ 
ly contrary to the opinion of eminent 
lawyers with whom I have consulted. 
“Regarding the third paragraph, wre 
are all glad to know that the chair­ 
man of the investigating committee 
proposes to probe this affair to the 
I very bottom. 
I 
“Referring to the fourth paragraph 
! of the statement, I note that the com­ 
mittee has placed in the hands of 
myself and my attorneys what wit­ 
nesses shall be called at this time. 
This is of no value to me without the 
privilege of direct examination and 
cross-examination and the privilege 
of calling the witnesses that will bring 
out the evidence to the best advant­ 
age.” 
The committee at its executive ses­ 
sion, in addition to deciding to ask 
Mr. Lilley for a list of his witnesses. 
An important development of the 
situation 
is that 
Secretary of the 
Navy Metcalf, the members of the last 
year’s navy board, which sat in trial 
on submarine tests off Newport, and 
other high officials of the navy depart­ 
ment will be called on by the commit­ 
tee to testify and to produce govern- 
I ment records of plans, specifications 
I and contracts.
